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REMARKS 


Claims 1-18 are pending in the application. In the Office Action mailed March 20, 


Group I: claims 1-7, 15-18, drawn to an opto-electronic device, classified in class 257, 
and subclass 778; 

Group II: Claims 8-14, drawn to a method of making an opto-electronic device, 
classified in class 438, and subclass 108;
